Synopmsacfcground information concerning subject’s stay in Russia 
reported. Subject reported to have resided at Minsk, Russia, 
where he was employed as a metal worker for the Belo Russian 
Radio and Television Factory at Minsk. Subject reported to 
have married a Russian girl on 4/30/61 at Minsk, Russia. Sub- 
ject has a daughter bora 2/15/62 at Minsk. Subject, his wife 
and daughter returned to Ft. Worth, Texas on 6/14/62> Upon 
interview by Bureau Agents at Ft. Worth on 6/26/62, subject 
denied he furnished any information concerning his experience 
in the U. S. Marine Corps to tho Soviets. Subject also denied 
he was recruited by Soviet Intelligence or that he had made any 
deals with the Soviets ia connection with his return to the 
United States with his wife and child. Subject is currently

DETAILS: 


On March. 20, 1962, the Office of Naval Intelligence 
advised that on October 31, 1959, ivm HARVEY OSWALD, hereinafter"’ 
referred to as subject, am' es-Private First Class, U. S. Marine 
Corps Reserve, Serial No. 1653230, had visited the United States 
Embassy, Moscow, Russia, where he had signed a handwritten statement 
requesting his U. S. citizenship be revoked, stated he had applied 
for Soviet citizenship, and had affirmed his allegiance to the 
USSR, Subject allegedly told the Embassy he had advised unnamed . 
Soviet officials that as^ra former Marine radar opecAter,^^ would v 


feat aor ommIwIom. of tfe« FBI. It la Oo property of tho FBI oaf to totao* to poor i 
tto toatoato an ao* to to distri but ed owoMo year may, 
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xsake available to then information about his Marine Cdt^s speciality 
when he became a Soviet citizen. 


On Juno 5, 1GS2, a review of the files of the Passport 
Office of the 0. S. Department of State (USDS) , revealed that 
by a personal letter dated January S0 ( 1961, addressed to the 
Secretary of the Kavy, ntibjoct advised ha was preparing to return 
to the United States of America and wished to have rectified the 
"gross injustice" dono to him by the 0. S. Karine Corps (U23IC) 
in giving: to subject a "belated dishonorable discharge. *• Subject 
also stated in hi3 letter he had received an honorable discharge 
after three years service on September 11, 1959. In his letter, 
subject asserted he was still a citizen and alleged he had gone 
to tiie Soviet Union to reside only for a "short time." 

The files of tho Passport Office further revealed that 
subject had been roleasod-undor honorable conditions to inactive 
duty in tho U. S. Marino Corps Reserve oa September 11, 1959, 
with obligated renarvo service until December 3, 1062. On 
August 17, I960, subject was given an undesirable discharge from 
tho U. S. Carina Corps Reserve by reason of unfitness. 



This review of the files of the Passport Office also 
revealed a USDS memorandum dated iiay 4, 1962, stating that on 
the basis of evidence, subject had not expatriated himself under 
the pertinent laws of tho' United States. 


A review of tho files of tho Passport Office of the 
U3T3, Washington, D. C. , on August 22, 1961, concerning subject 
revealed the following information: 


3y letter dated May 1961 to the American Embassy , Moscow, 
USSR, subject advised ho had no intention of returning to the 
United States unless ha were given a guarantee that ho would not 
be prosecuted for any act pertaining "to this case." Subject 
also indicated he had carried a Russian girl born In Leningrad, 
Russia, and wanted to bring her to tho United States with him. 


This review of tho files of the Passport Office also 
revealed that oa July S, 1961, subject appeared at tho American 
Embassy in Moscow at which tine he stated he was employed in tho 
Ec-lo Russian Radio and Televisioa Factory , . Minsk, Russia, as a 
metal worker, in the research shop. Subject stated he took no 
oath of allegiance of any kind to the Soviet Union nor was he 
required to sign any paper in connection with his employment. 

Ho gave his earnings as 90 rubles a month. Subject also stated 
ha was married oa April 30, 13G1, to MARIAM U1E0LASVNA PUSASOVAr, 

• a dental technician. Subject stated his intention to apply for J 
an exit visa immediately upon ‘his return to Minsk. Ho said he (

This review of the Hies o f the Passport Office also 
i*ovoalcd that on July 10, 1351, subject executed aa "Application 
for Eenewal of Passport," at the American Embassy in Eoscow. 

His residence at that fcimo was U3S2, Ulipsa Malinina 4, Apartment 
24, Minsk. This renewal application indicated that subject wan 
issued, U. S. Passport I*o. 1723242 on September 10, 1959, at 
Vashingtoa, D. C. Subjects renewal application was referred to 
the State Deportee at for consideration and decision. 

This review of the fil©3 of the Passport Office also 
reflected that by memorandum dated August 13, 1951, the State 
Department had authorised the Anericaa Embassy in I!oscow to 
renew subject's passport for direct travel to the United States. 

A review of the files of the Passport Office on tha *' 

USES, Washington, D. C. , on January £9, 1552, revealed the 
following information: 

In a latter of July 15, 1931, to the American Embassy 
in Moscow, subject advised ho was coat inning his efforts to 
obtain an esit visa for his wife and for himself. 

By letter dated ‘'August 1951," to the American Embassy 
in Moscow, subject furnished a copy of his Barring© certificate 
and a copy of his wife's birth certificate. 

I >7 letter dated August 8, 1SG1, to the American Embassy 
in Moscow, subject inquired if it would bo permissible for hist - 
to traveJL through Poland by train after leaving K i ns/ s. Subject 
pointed/na could not afford to fly frea Moscow to Eew York City. 

Be added he believed ho could catch a military flight to the 
United States from Berlin, Germany. 

By letter dated October 4, 1961, to the American Embassy, 
in Moscow, subject asked tha Embassy to assist bint in obtaining 
emit visas from tho Soviet authorities. 

U. S. Department of State Operation's memorandum dated 
January 16, 1952, at tho American Embassy in Moscow, pointed -out 
that a letter dated January 5, 1952, was received from subject 
stating ho cspectod to race in an exit visa within 45 days. This 
memorandum also pointed cut that tho American Embassy in Moscow 
had been fortably notified ty the Soviet Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
of the issuance of a foreign passport and an exit visa to subject's 
wife.

Mr. Lee Harvey OSWALD, an American citizen, appeared at this Embassy October 31, 
1959 and stated to Second Secretary Bichard E. Snyder that he wishes to renounce 
his American citizenship and that he had applied to become a citizen of the Soviet 
Onion. He presented to the interviewing officer his passport and the following 
si gne d, undated, handwritten statement, the original of which is retained by the 
Embassy (misspellings are as in original): 

"I Lee Harey (cq) Oswald do hereby request that my present citizenship 
‘ in the United States of america, be revoked. / 

"I have entered the Soviet Onion for the express purpose of appling 
for citizenship in the Soviet Oniqn, through the means of naturalization. 

"Ify request for citizenship is h&r pending before the Surprem Soviet 
of the U-S.S.R* 

"I take these steps for political reasons. % request for the revoking 
of my American citizenship is made only after the longest and most serious ^ 
considerations. 

"X affirm that my allegiance is to the Onion of Soviet Soc iali st Republics. 

s/ Lee H. Oswald 

Oswald is the bearer of Passport No. 1T33242, issued September 10, 1959 
(retained at the Embassy). The passport shows that he was born in New „ 

Louisiana, on October 18, 1939, an<l gives his occupation as shipping export agent . 
Oswald' gave his last address in the United States as that of his mother at 
4936 Collinwood Street, Port Worth, Texas. A telegram subsequently received at 
the Embassy for Mm indicates that a brother, Robert L. Oswald, resides at 
7313 Davenport, Fort Worth, Texas. He stated that he was discharged frem the JLS. 
Karine Corps on September 11, 1959- Highest grade achieved was corporal, 
evidently applied for his passport to the Agency at San Francisco while still, in 
service. He stated that ha had contemplated the action which he took for about 
two vears before his discharge. He departed from the United States through New 
SleSTwith the intent of traveling to the Soviet Union through Northern Sw^e. 

He states that ha first applied -for a Soviet tourist visa in Helsinki on October 14, 
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that he applied for Soviet citizenship by letter to the Supreme Soviet on 
October 16 in Moscow. He stated that he did not mention his Intent to remain 
in the Soviet Union to the Soviet Embassy in Helsinki at the time of hi 3 visa 
application. 

Throughout the interview Oswald's manner was aggressive, arrogant, and 
uncooperative. He appeared to he competent. He insisted that he did not wish 
to waste time in discussion or answering questions concerning his "personal" 
affairs beyond what was directly related to divesting himself of his American' 
citizenship. He was contemptuous of any efforts by the interviewing officer in / 
hi3 interest, made clear that he wanted no advice from the Embassy. He stated 
that he knew the provisions of U. S. law on loss of citizenship and declined to 
have them revieved by the interviewing officer. In short he displayed all the 
airs of a new sophomore party-liner. f 

Oswald gave as the "principal reason" for his decision that "I am a marxist", _ 
but declined any further elaboration of his motives. However, other remarks 
hearing on his attitude were made during the interview. At one point he alluded 
to hardships endured by his mother as a "worker" and stated that he did not intend 
to have this happen to him. He also referrred to himself several times as 
a "worker", but admitted that he had never held a civilian Job, having entered 
the Marine Corps directly from junior year of high school. (He claimed to have 
completed high school while in service . ) He stated that his service in Okinawa 
and elsewhere "gave me a chance to observe 'American Imperialism. ' " At another 
point he reacted sensitively when asked, in connection with his rank in the Marine 
Corps, whether he felt he should have had a higher grade. 

Oswald categorically refused to discuss his family "beyond stating that he- 
was not married and that he has a mother in Texas. He had obliterated the " » 
address written on the inside cover of his passport and steadfastly refused to 
give any last home address until it was elicited by the "threat" that nothing 
could be done about his request to renounce his citizenship without this 
information. After giving the address noted above, he then confirmed that it 
was his mother's address. He would not say whether he had informed his mother 
and rehuffed any suggestion of concern for her. 

Oswald offered the information that he had been a radar operator in the 
Marine Corps and that he had voluntarily stated to unnamed Soviet officials that 
as a Soviet citizen he would make known to them such information concerning the j 
Marine Corps and his speciality as he possessed. He intimated that he might knot" 
something of special interest. 

Oswald Is presently residing in non-tourist status at the Metropole Hotel 
in Moscow awaiting the Soviet response to his application for citizenship. As 
his Soviet visa and militia registration expired on October 22, 1959, and have 
not "been renewed, he is patently in a technically illegal residence status with 
the tacit consent of the Soviet authorities.

1. Subject court-martial has been reviewed pursuant to the provisions 
of Article 65c, Uniform Cods of Military Justice. f 

2. In reviewing said case no errors or irregularities were noted, other 
than the failure of the record to reflect legally admissible evidence of 
the one prior conviction considered by the court. The accused pleaded 
not guilty to all charges and specifications. Since he was found guilty 
of only one charge and specification the summary of the evidence will be 
limited to the approved findings only. 

3- Technical Sergeant Rodriguez and two companions were seated in a 
Cafe. The accused approached their table. Ho spilled part of a drink 
on the Technical Sergeant. Whether this was accidentaly or not was an 
issue in the case. Apparantly the court decided that it was accidental. 
When the drink was spilled the Technical Sergeant arose and shoved the 
accused away. This resulted in the accused inviting the sergeant out- 
side. The Sergeant testified that the actual words alledged were used. 

This was corroborated by another witness. The accused testified in his 
own behalf. Hie substance of his testimony was that he felt that the 
Sergeant had it in for him. He had asked to be transferred from under 
his cognizance. This had been refused. He testified that he went over 
to see the sergeant for the purpose of discussing the sltuati on with him; 
that the drink was spilled accidentally; and that he was somewhat intox- 
icated. He remembered inviting the accused outside but did not remember 
calling him yellow or anything like that. 

4. The findings are correct in law and fact and the evidence is sufficient 
to establish guilt beyond reasonable doubt. The victims' testimony was 
corroborated by disinterested witnesses; the accuseds' testimony admitted 
certain material aspects of it; and did not deny uttering the words 
charged. As a matter of fact his competency as a witness is seriously 
ispaared by his own admission that he was drunk.

The Department of Justice, 
declining aU comment on the .

The 2/14/48 issue of' the "Ohio State News," a 
newspaper published by students at the Ohio State University, 
contained an article which was captioned "Ohio College Students 
Initiate Educational Democracy Drive." The article 
that more than 100 students from colleges and universities 
throughout Ohio have initiated a drive for democracy in education, 
me article indicated the Ohio Council for Educational Democracy 
was formed in Columbus over the past weekend to obtain this 
goal. This organization would work to do .away with racial and 
religious discrimination in Ohio colleges. CARL HYDE of Antioch 
College was elected as vice chairman of the organization. 

Confidential Informant T-l, another U. S. Government 
Agency which conducts intelligence investigations, advised on 
12/17/52 that Mrs. WILLIAM A. HYDE, 1986 Summit Street, Columbus, 
Ohio, had admitted to many neighbors during the past years that 
she was a "Communist."

Mrs. CAROL EYiil 
was the speaker of the evening and she showed a film entitle^, 

"The Tcyxaker." The theme of the film was that although men are 
different, they are all made by one Creator and only this 
realization makes them conscious of the fact that when. they destro 
others they are also destroying themselves. 
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A characterization of the Women's International 
League for Peace and Freedom is contained in the appendix 
of this report. . 

Mr. LOREN G. WINDOW, "Assistant United States 
Attorney, Southern District of Ohio, Columbus, Ohio, sent a 
letter to the Cincinnati Office of the FBI, dated 6/4/53, 
requesting an investigation of CARL DUDLEY HYDE to determine 
the validity of his claim of "Conscientious Objector" in 
connection wxth his classification under the Selective Service 
System. This investigation revealed that his parents were 
WILLIAM AVERY HYDE and CAROL ELIZABETH HYDE, and he resided at 
1986 Summit Street, Columbus, Ohio, from 1945 to 1948.

accompanied with a letter which stated In part, "We see -any 
military program Involving peacetime conscription as a drastic 
violation of civil rights and a threat to the peace-making 
efforts of the United Nations." \Most of the senders were 
students of Antioch College.

.September 16, 1963. He planned to leave New Orleans via 
air, flight number and airline not recalled. On September 16, 

1963, however, this flight was cancelled because of a ’ 
hurricane over the Gulf area. He left New Orleans about 
7:00 P.M. , September 17, 1963,- flight and airlines not recalled, 
and flew directly, non-stop, to Mexico City, Mexico, where 
he stayed at the Monte Cassino Hotel. > 

Mr. MASON resides on .a yacht, .and has permanent 
residence at the above-stated address in Florida. He was formerly 
employed at the Ohio Casualty Company in Hamilton, Ohio. 

Following a divorce from his wife, MARGARET MAS OIL, in 
February, 1963, he left his position and has been vacationing.

On November 2, 19&3, SA RICHARD N. RANDLEMAN 
discussed the violation. Section 1001, Title 18, U. S. 
Code, possibly perpetrated Mrs. HOOVER, and Mrs. KAUFFMAN, 
with Assistant U. S.-.-Attorney ROBERT T. TUCKER who advised 
he would decline prosecution under this sectionand 
title due to the em&$ional instability of the persons 
involved. f 
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Dr. JULIO CESAR FERNANDEZ, 400 East Allegheny 
St., Martinsburg, Pa., was advised that he did not have 
to make any statement; that any statement he did make 
could be used against him in court; and that he was 
entitled to the advice of his attorney If he so desired. 

In response. Dr. FERNANDEZ stated he would be 
most willing to orally discuss any of hi3 affairs or 
actions with the FBI and felt that he had absolutely 
nothing to hide as he was very much pro-American and 
anti-Castro as were all members of his family. In this 
regard, he explained that prior to Castro taking over 
the government in Cuba, there had been many oppressions 
by the former dictator, BATISTA, and that there had been 
considerable controversy among nis family as to whether 
BATISTA she”’ d supported by them, particularly as he 

(FERNANDEZ) was the owner and editor of a number of 
magazines and newspapers in Cuba Including the weekly 
magazine, "La Nacion," the daily paper, "Diario de Las 
Villas," and the daily paper, "La Nacion." 

He noted that his brother-in-law, ANTONIO LARRAZ, 
was the Captain of Police for BATISTA and that his sister- 
in-law, AURORA FERNANDEZ, was the mayor of a small Interior 
town in Cuba under the BATISTA regime. He stated that he 
and his wife and approximately 99 per cent of the people 
7 In Cuba immediately before the fall of the BATISTA regime 
felt that anyone was to be preferred to BATISTA and hence 
they were pro-Castro. He compared the situation in Cuba 
at this period In its history to that of the early HITLER 
era in Germany when HITLER was -approved by almost all the 
population because of ’his many needed reforms. 

Dr. FERNANDEZ stated that after CASTRO took over,, 
he and his wife supported CASTRC. *n ‘.hc*r papers In 
accordance with their thinking previous-^ outlined. 

As time progressed, CASTRO's reforms became more and more 
oppressive, and it was not unusual for people of property 
to be awakened by a group of soldiers In the early hours 
of the morning," 'removed from their homes, and everything 
taken from them. He stated that it wa 3 this sort of ... 
action which made him and his wife feel it was essential 
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to leave Cuba and that they made arrangements for this 
departure In i960. 

He stated that he had only a tourist's visa 
in the United States at the present time but that his 
wife and children had left Cuba, gone to Jamaica, and 
had entered the United States in 1961 with a resident 
visa. In this regard, he noted that, following his 
departure from Cuba, all of his worldly possessions, 
including the weekly magazine previously mentioned, which 
was published in Havana, and the dally paper, "Dlario de 
La3 Villas," which was published in Santa Clara, and his 
7,000 volume personal library were lost. 

Dr ._ FERNANDEZ stated that upon his entry into 
the United States both he and his wife endeavored to find 
employment a3 they wished to build a new life In the 
United States and not be dependent upon public funds. 

He stated that his wife was more successful than he In this 
regard and that she was employed at a Cuban refugee center 
in Miami, Fla., from approximately July 1, 1961, to June 1, 
1962, when she went to work for the Catholic Welfare in 
Miami, where she stayed until October 15, 1963. He stated 
she- had resigned from the latter Job to join him in 
Martinsburg, Pa., where he secured a position of Spanish 
teacher In the Martinsburg Cove Junior High School on 
September 10, 1963. 

'Dr. FERNANDEZ stated that he has not been In 
any' way connected with CASTRO or his government no? has 
any member of his family except as described above; that 
he would know of no one who might indicate he had such 
leanings; and that he had no close relatives residing in 
the United States. 

He stated his wife has a brother and sister- 
in-law, Mr. and Mrs. ANTONIO LARRAZ, residing at 2311 South 
West 15th Street, Miami, Fla.; a brother, JOSE LARRAZ, 

2443 South West l6th Terrace, Tampa, Fla.; a niece, 

AURORA LAONZO, 6825 South West 80th Street, Miami, Fla., 
and that this latter niece is married to one SERGIO 
FERNANDEZ. , 
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The railroad ticket on the Seaboard Airlines 
found by Mrs. HOOVER was exhibited to Dr. FERNANDEZ, 
and he stated that this was the coupon used by his 19 
year old son, JULIO CESAR FERNANDEZ, JR., who is now 
residing with him in Martin3burg, when the young man 
made the trip from Miami, Fla., northward. He stated 
that he had absolutely no knowledge of the trailer 
advertisement found in his back yard, underneath the 
upstairs porch of Mrs. HOOVER j that he had never been 
to Dallas, Texas, nor had any member of his family; 
that aside from current television and radio broadcasts 
and newspaper articles he had no knowledge of LEE OSWAID 
or JACK RUBY (RUBINSTEIN); and that he had no connection 
with the "Fair Play for Cuba" organization or any other 
organization of this type. 

Dr. FERNANDEZ expressed great sympathy for the 
American people in their loss of President KENNEDY and 
stated he would be most willing to furnish any information 
in his possession concerning this incident or anything 
which might relate to it but that he had no information 
in this regard. 


Dr. FERNANDEZ, by way of explaining his back- 
ground, made available to the FBI a li3t of his educational

1. Information from our Dallas offics provides names of several persons connected 
with Run/ and Oswald. Robert Kermit Patterson, admitted 6J (homosexual), contacted 
resident As-sat Dallas about 1330 CS7 yesterday and said he had information in regard 
assassination of President Kennedy.

R03ERT KERHIT PATTERSON, commonly known as B03 
PATTERSON, appeared'at the Dallas Field Division at approximately 
1:00 Pit on November 26, 1963. PATTERSON advised he resides 
in Room 511 at the Y&CA located at 605 North Ervay Street, Dallas, 
Texas. 


PATTERSON stated that at the present time he 13 
unemployed and is dissolving a partnership which he formerly had 
with DONALD C. STUART in a busina ss which they operated under the 
trade name Contract Electronics at 2533 Elm Street, Dallas, Texas. 
He- stated their business was the repair of televisions, radios 
and other small appliances. He stated that he and STUART employed 
one CHARLES ARNDT, age 18, who resided at Room 516 of the YtlCA, as 
a helper. 


About two weeks ago PATTERSON stated he returned to 
his place of business at approximately 3:00 PM. On his arrival 
in addition to STUART and ARNDT ha found JACK RUBY and a

•This individual paid PATTERSON in cash for the work and also 
paid PATTERSON a 50 cents parking fee which PATTERSON had incurred 
having parked on a nearby lot.

PATTERSON stated he ,has «'dis cussed this natter with 
his partner DONALD STUART and employee CHARLES ARNDT and ha 
stated they are likewise of the opinion that LES HARVEY OSWALD 
was the individual with JACK RUBY on the occasion described abovo. 
According to PATTERSON the man with RUBY in his shop on the occasion * 
set out above was described as follows:

PATTERSON describes this as .one of the newer, joints. - . 
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Although he did not hear the full context of the 
conversation between JERRY, the bartender, and JERRY, 
the customer, PATTERSON said he heard them say something 
to the effect that, five "big people" were involved in the 
assassination of President JOHN P. KENNEDY.” He said to tho 
best of his recollection, the x'ive "big people" were described 
as being one from Dallas, two from Chicago and two from 
Kansas City. PATTERSON stressed that he did not? overhear the 
full conversation concerning this matter and was merely trying 
to repeat that portion which he had heard. Ke said he did not 
understand the full significance of it. 

In this connection, PATTERSON stated that he, himself, 
did not know GEORC-S SENATOR or JACK RUBY 'to be members of the 
"gay" set but pointed out that he would not necessarily be 
aware of their being members of the "gay" set due to the fact 
that they did undoubtedly travel in different circles . 

According to PATTERSON, an individual whom he 
mrely knows as "LS", the owner of the Lavender Lounge, located 
at hair, and Carrol Streets, Dallas, Texas, is acquainted with 
most of the "gay" people in Dallas, although he is not believed 
to be "gay" himself. PATTERSON said that "LS" is crippled and 
uses crutches at all times. 

PATTERSON further related that an (FNU) KELTY, a 
member of ‘the Chance -Vought Company or of the Link -Be It 
•Company, commented to him on the preceding evening, that 
JACK RUBY formerly resided at the YKCA approximately twelve *• ■ 
years ago. PATTERSON said that he did not know KELTY to be 
a member of the. "gay" set and said he has asked KELTY if 
he had known that JACK RUBY was a member of the "gay" set. 

KELTY said that he knew very little concerning RUBY, since they 
had lived at opposite end3 of the building when JACK RUBY was 
then residing at the YMCA. PATTERSON said that Mr. KELTY still 
maintains a residence at ta YMCA.

Approximately four weeks ago, JACK RUBY accompanied

CHARLES ARNDT, one of STUART ' s employees, wa3 present at the 
time. ROBERT PATTERSON also came into the shop while RUBY 
and his companion were there.

When 
he asked for STUART 1 s name', the latter took out his driver's 
license and handed. them, to RUBY, who immediately wrote STUART's 
name in a small notebook, which he believes was approximately 
5" by 4" and black in color.

He then gave 
STUART and PATTERSON temporary passes and told them that, they 
would be Issued a permanent pass. He has not yet received

, While RUBY was in the shop he discussed an exercise - 

device which he had in hi3 automobile and had hi3 younger companion 
go to the automobile to get the device which he demonstrated 
to them. 

STUART examined a photo of LEE HARVEY OLSWfLD and 
advised that he cannot be sure at this time .whether or not 
OLSWALD is identical to the person who accompanied RUBY. He believes 
this person may have had thicker hair than OLSWALD . He further 
described this Individual as' a white male, age in his 20' s, about 
140 lbs., slight build, dark' brown hair. He did not "say much and 
stayed very close to RUBY.r He believes RUBY introduced this man, but 
he' could recall the name. He also believes RUBY stated this 
man worked for him. 

STUART stated that he has been told by PATTERSON that

FAIR PLAY FOP CUBA COMMITTEE . 

The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York Times" nowspa per 
contained a full-page advertisement captioned "What Is Really ■ 
Happening in Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for Cuba Committee • 
(FPCC). This advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC in . 
New York City and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the 
truth about revolutionary Cuba",, to neutralize the distorted 
American press. 

"The Now York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, Dr. • 

CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TABER as / : 

organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and TABER obtained 
funds from the Cuban Government which were applied toward the cost 
of the afore-mentioned advertisement. 

On Hay 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first 
two years of the FPCC’s existence there was a struggle between 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SY/P) elements 
to exert their power within the FPCC and thoreby influence FPCC 
policy v"' However, during the past year this source observed there 
has been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the - • 
role of- these and other organizations in the FPCC so that today 
their influence is negligible. . ,

On Hay. 20, 1963, a second source advised that the 
National Headquarters of the FPCC is located in Room 329 at 799 
Broadway, New York City. According to this source, the position 
of National Office Director was created in the Fall of 1962 and 
was filled by VINCENT "Ted" LEE, who now formulates FPCC policy. 

This source observed LEE has followed a course of entertaining 
and accepting the cooperation of many other organizations 
including the C? and the SV/P when he has felt it would be to his 
personal benefit as well as the FPCC's. However, LEE has indicated ' 
to this source he has no intention of permitting FPCC policy to be 
determined by any other organization. LEE feels the FPCC should^ 
•advocate resumption of diplomatic relations between Cuba and the^ ' 
United States and support the right of Cubans to manage their 
revolution without interference from other . nations, but. pot 
support the Cuban revolution per se. 

The CP and the SWP have been designated pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. >

THERE WILL be no attorney 
. in defense of Oswald in the 
Warren hearings who could 
possibly cross-examine witnesses 
of the Dallas Police, FBI and 
Secret Service.

As Percy 
Foreman stated over a TV pro- 
firanf, it is a matter of concern . 
to all Americans to get at the 
truth in the manner provided 
in court procedures. 

The' overwhelming majority of 
Americans, as the polls indi- 
cated, were sorry for the murder 
of Oswald not so much for his" 
individual right to have a trial, 
as because of their belief that 
in a trial more of the truth 
would come out. Large numbers 
were even doubtful of his guilt, 
and even larger numbers 
doubted the FBI and Dallas 
Police conclusion that he was 
alone.

OSWALD stated in addition to this he had on 
his person several copies of a thirty-nine page pamphlet 
entitled "The Crime Against Cuba" by CORLISS LAKONT, which 
he carried with him as it contained all of the information 
regarding the committee, and he would be in a position to 
refer to it for proper answers In the event someone questioned 
him regarding the' alms and purposes of the committee. 

OSWALD had in his possession at the time of inter- 
view a copy of the above three described documents and made 
available a copy of each to the Agent. . . ; • : 

Around 4 p.m. while standing in the immediate 
vicinity of Walgreen 1 s Drug Store at Canal and Baronne 
Streets, OSWALD said three Cubans approached him, and he 
gave each one of the above-described throwaways. These 
individuals became very angry, tore up the throwaways, 
threw them down on the sidewalk and began arguing with him. 
This created quite a disturbance and shortly thereafter the 
police arrived, and he, as we 11 as the other individuals 
whom he understood to be Cuban exiles/ was arrested.

He .was charged with "disturbing the peace by creating a 
scene" . The records showed that OSWALD claimed to be a 
member of the "Fair Play For Cuba Committee” and was 
passing out circulars in the 700 block of Canal Street 
and became involved in an argument with three Cuban 
immigrants. 

JOSEPH LESSLIE, Office of the Clerk of Court, 
Municipal Court, 501 North Rampart Street, advised on 
August 28, 1963, that OSWALD appeared before Second

The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York 
Times" newspaper contained a full— page advertisement 
captioned "What Is Really Happening In Cuba,'.* placed 
by the Fair Play For Cuba Committee (FPCC) . This 
advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC in 
New York City and declared the FPCC intended to pro- 
mulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize 
the distorted American press. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 

1961, reported that at a hearing conducted before the 
United States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on 
January 10, 1961, Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified 
himself and ROBERT TABER as organizers of the FPCC.
